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warrant under the seal ot the state anthorizing such person
as he shall name therein, either forthwith or at the time
desiguated by the warrant, to take and transport the per-
son so demanded to the line of the state at the expense
of the state or territory in whose name such person may
have been demanded, and to deliver over such person at
the line of the state to the agent of the state or ferritory
making such demand; and shall also by such warrant
require the civil officers within this state to afford all
needful assistance in the execution thereof.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER XVI,

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION FORTY-TWO OF CHAPTER ONE
HURDRED AND TWENTY OF THE GENERAL STATUTES

OF MINNESOTA, AS THE SAME IS AMENDED BY CHAFTER
FORTY-SEVEN OF THE GENERAL LAWS OF 1871, RELAT-

ING TO JAILS AND PRISONS,
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. That section forty-two of chapter one
hundred and twenty of the general statutes of Minnesota,
a8 the same is amended by chapter forty-seven, of the
general laws of 1871, be amended by making the para-
graph prescribing the compensation of inspection [in-
gpectors] of the state’s prison read as follows: ¢ To the
inspector[s] the sum of five dollars per day for each day
necessarily employed in the discharge of their duties, and
traveling fees at the rate of six cents per mile for every
mile necessarily traveled in the performance of their -offi-
cial duties.”

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage. -
